Farm labor crew leaders wno 
haul workers to and from their | 
farms on trucks will not be mo- 
lested by motor vehicle inspec- 
tors, according to information 
obtained in Tallahassee by La-| 
Monte Graw, manager of the| 
Florida Fruit and Vegetable As- 
sociation, Mr, Graw, who con- 
ferred with Arch Livin, 
recently-appointed Motor Vehi- 
cle Commissioner, after learn- 
ing that inspectors were appre- 
hending crew leaders, was ad- 
vised that Mr. Livingston is in 
sympathy with the farmers in 
their desire to have crew lead- 
ers exempted from common car- 
rier licensing, but that he had 
no alternative under the law 
than to require that a bus li- 
cense be purchased when the 
workers are transported in bus- 
sés and a fee charged. 

Graw explained,to the Com- 
missioner that the crew leader 
has become an essential part 
of the farm labor recruiting and 
transpotation system, and that 
if each state in which migr: 
tory farm labor crews are em- 
ployed should charge the fuil 
state tax it would result in n.ost 
crew leaders seeking other 
forms of employment Migra- 
tory farm labor is vital to the

Control Works Should Be 
.— Under Way During 50-51 


U. S, Engineers Point Way 
To Early Activity If 
State's Aid 


Protection of the Glades 
farming area from flood wa- 
ters of the north and west, 
with protective dikes for the 
cast coast cities provided for 
in the $208,000,000 Overall 
Flood Control Program, may 
begin in August of '49 and com- 
mencement of the'final phase 
affecting the Glades immedi- 
ately, may be begun by June 
of '50. IF the State of Florida 
follows the lead of the Federal 
Government in making "local 
participation" monies available 
to the tune of $3,153,000 for 


those two years. 
This information comes from 
the U. 5. Engineer; thru the of- 
fices of Senators Pepper and 
Holland.
